NANKING, Dec. 26,—Generalis- 
simo Chiang Kai-shek returned to 
Nanking today after two-week cap- 
tivity and again took control of the 
Nationalist Government, 

The rebe) Marshal Chang Hsueh- 
liang, whose capture of Chiang Dec. 
12 at Sianfu created the gravest 
crisis in the history of the Chinese 
Nationalist movement, was a pris- 
oner of the Nationalist Govern- 
ment. 

Chang’s arrival in the capital was 
announced by a Government spokes- 
man, who said: “Information con- 
cerning the Marshal has heretofore 
been barred. Now, however, we can 
say the Marshal arrived in Nanking 
at 2:30 p. m. with Dr. Soong. He 
will remain here pending a settle- 
ment of the issues concerning him,” 

Martial law, ordered shortly aft- 
er Chiang was made a prisoner, 
was lifted today. 

Wife Aided in Release. 

Credit for the solution to the 
threat of civil war was accorded 
Chiang’s American- educated wife, 

the former Mei-ling Soong, who 
stood at his side as he took the tu- 
multuous salute of the thousands 
who hailed thelr leader’s return. 
With her brother, Dr. T. V. Soong, 
Mme, Chiang negotiated directly 
with Chang for her husband's re- 
lease. 

Chang, it was disclosed, is being 
held under guard at the residence 
of Dr. Soong, who brought Chang 
from Sianfu by plane later. 

Chang’s Letter to Chiang. 

In a letter addressed to Chiang 
shortly after Chang’s arrival in the 
capital, Chang said: 

“IT was completely unworthy to 
return with you to Nanking so I 
have followed you, coming to give 
myself up to the Government.

In Berlin, usually well-informed 
sources said the past week's con- 
ferences in Paris between French 
Foreign Minister Yvon Delbos and 
German Ambassador Count Johan- 
nes Von Welczek had covered not 
only the sending of German soldiers 
to Spain, but also Germany’s need 
for raw materials. 
Delbos, it was said, dropped the 
hint that France was aware of the 
theory that Spanish iron, copper, 
lead and manganese was a driving 
motive behind German “volunteers” 
who are fighting with the Spanish 
insurgents. Germany needs these 
minerals badly. 

Official sources preserved strict 
silence on whether Hitler was con-

The article in the Beobachter con- 
tained the first semi-official admis- 
sion numerous German volunteers 
were helping Franco’s troops. 

“Why all the excitement?” the 
paper asked. 

“So long as one only heard of 

Soviet Russian and international 
Bolshevist volunteers swarming into 
Madrid the situation seemed by no 
means menacing to western Euro- 
pean powers.” 
Hitler’s paper added the English 
alone would never have become so 
excited over “German volunteers in 
the ranks of the Spanish National 
Army,” and blamed the “Paris Pop- 
ular Front and the Quai d’Orsay” 
for “crying alarm.” 

The Frankfurter Zeitung also 
dropped a hint of the serious situa- 
tion by mentioning the French 
“threat” to abandon neutrality in 
Spain if “non-intervention of oth- 
ers” were not quickly and effective- 
ly assured, 


France and England Working Out 
Concessions to Germany. 
By the Associated Press. 

PARIS, Dec. 26.—Cabinet Minis- 
ters curtailed their Christmas holi- 
days and maintained close contact 
with Paris today in expectation of 
Chancellor Hitler’s next move in 
the Spanish civil war, 

France and England were under- 
stood to have offered Germany eco- 
nomic aid in exchange for political 
guarantees of peace. Authoritative 
sources said the two were drafting 
@ program to give Germany access 
to raw materials and European 
markets if Hitler would promise 
not to take sides in Spain. 

France is willing to give Germany 
back its former colonies in return 
for “a full and lasting settlement” 
of European worries as to the Third 
Reich’s future path, officials of the 
French foreign office said. Such 
a settlement must include Hitler’s 
promise to participate in controll 
disarmament, as well as his stop- 
page of volunteer German enlist- 
ments in Spain, they said, Hitler 
must also renounce territorial 
claims within Europe and agree to 
return to economic collaboration 
with the world. : 

The colonies now under French 
mandate from the League of Na- 
tions which would be concerned in 
such a deal are Togoland and the 
Cameroons. They have a combined 
area in Africa of 188,321 square 
miles and, officials said, are “pay- 
ing propositions.” 

Togo is rich in the raw materials 
Germany needs—lIron, rubber, dye- 
woods. Cameroon produces timber, 
‘hides and ivory, and is especially 
suitable for the raising of livestock. 

Both France and Great Britain, 
authoritative sources said, have 
joined in the demand that Germany 
enter a general disarmament agree- 
ment, as well as stop the flow of 
fighters to Spain, if it is to get eco- 
nomic help.

55,000 AT MAYOR'S 
CHRISTMAS DINNER 


Second Warmest Dec. 25 in 
100 Years Draws Record 
Crowd to City Auditorium. 


Blue skies, a balmy breeze and 
un-Christmas-like temperature en- 
couraged large attendance at spe- 
cial church services and other 
Christmas observances yesterday, 
disappointing. few besides children 
who found new . sleds or skates 
among their gifts, and their elder 
“white Christmas fans.” 

In fact, the day was the warm- 
est Christmas, with one exception, 


shown by the records of the Weath- 
er Bureau in the 100 years for 
which temperatures have been rec- 
orded. The maximum yesterday 
‘was 65 at 3 p.m. The highest was 
71 in 1889. In 1922, the maximum 
was 64. 
The weather had much to do with 
the unprecetiented crowd which at- 
tended Mayor Dickmann’s fourth 
annual Christmas dinner for the 
poor at the Municipal Auditorium. 
Counters at the door reported 55,000, 
twice as many as last year, when 
the temperatures ranged between 
3 and 31 degrees and many on the 
waiting lines suffered frostbite. 
The waiting queque, which had 
wound itself twice about the audi- 
torium and extended half the dis- 
tance from Fourteenth street to 
Twelfth boulevard at 1 o'clock, at 
which time 28,000 already had been 
fed, dwindled slowly through the 
afternoon and then lengthened 
slightly. This indicated that some 
may have obtained a second eve- 
ning meal. 
In general, those who attended 
were better dressed than last year. 
But city employes detailed to the 
work of watching for poorly shod 
children, took 1440 to a room where 
they reecived new shoes and stock- 
ings.

POLICEMAN SHOOTS 
ESCAPING EX-CONVICT 


Sergt. Joseph A. Wren Wounds 
Charles Deibel in Thigh as 
He Runs Away. 


Charles. Deibel, 32-year-old for- 
mer convict, was shot in the right 
thigh early today after he had 
broken away from Sergt.. Joseph A. 
Wren, who saw him loitering in 
front of a hardware store at 1920 
East Grand avenue and sought to 
question him. 

Wren reported he called on Dei- 
bel to halt and fired two shots over 


his head as the former convict ran 
south in Nineteenth street. A third 
shot, fired as Deibel turned into 
Bissell street, brought him down. 

Persons residing near the store, 
owned by Lafayette Dirksmeyer, 
told police Deibel was one of three 
men in an automobile which 
stopped nearby, one remaining in 
the machine and two approaching 
the store: Deibel’s companions fled 
in the automobile when Sergt.

Plea for New Trial Denied. 
The four defendants, convicted 
last Sunday morning in the twen- 
ty-second day of their trial, were 
sentenced after Judge Moore had 


overruled their motion for a new 
trial, filed last Wednesday. 

Verne R. C. Lacy, representing all 
the defendants, attempted to have 
the Court postpone pronouncement 
of sentence until Monday so that 
he would have time to prepare a 
notice of appeal and an assignment 
of errors, steps necessary to pave 
the way for a request for appeal 
bond. 

District Attorney Harry C. Blan- 
ton opposed this request as contrary 
to Federal practice. He was sus- 
tained by the Court, who said: 

“Sentence will be passed at this 
time.” 

Two Deputy Marshals, standing 
nearby, motioned for the defendants 
to rise. Mrs. Muench, leaving her 
long mink coat on her chair, walked 
a few steps to the lectern and stood 
there. She wore a black suit with 
white satin waist, and a black felt 
hat. 

Next to her. stood Dr. Muench. 
erect and impassive, and beyond 
him was Mrs. Berroyer, snappily 
clad in a brick red ensemble, with 
a felt hat, in the Robin Hood style, 
to match. At Mrs. Berroyer’s right 
was Jones, tall, gaunt and round- 
shouldered. After they had taken 
their places Judge Moore asked 
Jones if he had anything to say. 

The lean lawyer, smiling wryly, 
shook his head and said, “No, sir.” 

The Judge put the same question 
to Dr. Muench who replied, “No, 
Your Honor.” 


Mrs, Muench Makes Plea. 
“Nellie Muench,” the Judge con- 
tinued, “‘.ave you anything to say 
before sentence is passed?” 
“Yes, I have, Your Honor,” Mrs. 


Muench replied, in a quavering and 
tearful voice. Clasping her hands 
before her, she asked for mercy 
and declared none of the defendants 
had “the slightest thought or 
slightest idea” of violating the law. 
Concluding her plea, “Please may 
you and God be merciful to us,” 
she sobbed, held her handkerchief 
to her eyes and bowec her head. 

Judge Moore, making no com- 
ment, then asked Mrs. Berroyer if 
she had anything to say and receiv- 
ing a negative answer, began to 
pronounce sentence. 

“Defendant Wilfred Jones,” 
Judge Moore said, “I sentence you 
to five years in the penitentiary 
on counts five, seven and nine, 
the sentences to run concurrently. 
And I sentence you to five years 
in the penitentiary on counts six 
and eight, the sentences to run 
concurrently. The sentences, how- 
ever, on counts five, seven and 
nine are to run consecutively with 
the sentences on counts six and 
eight, making 10 years in the peni- 
tentiary in all.” 

Dr. Muench was sentenced to five 
years on the fifth, seventh and 
ninth counts, and three ——

tions, and he also was fined $1000 
on each count. 

Mrs. Muench’s sentence was the 
same as that of Jones, with the ad- 
dition of $1000 fines on each of the 
five counts. 

Mrs. Berroyer’s sentences, as told, 
were five years on each count, the 
sentences to be concurrent. 

After sentence had been pro- 
nounced, the Judge ordered the de- 
fendants into custody. They were 
conducted from the room by Dep- 
uty Marshals. Taken to the Mar- 
shal’s office they were not permit- 
ted to see anyone but their lawyer, 
who talked with them briefly be- 
fore they were taken to jail. 


Lacy’ said he would not be able 
to have his appeal papers -crawn 
before Monday morning. In the 
meantime, the defendants were not 
eligible for admission to bail, and 
the question of their release on bond 
after the papers have been filed is 
discretionary with the Court. 

Under Federal practice, persons 
unable to pay fines assessed by the 
Court may take a pauper’s oath to 
that effect and may serve out the 
fine in 30 days. However, even aft- 
er such a term has been served, the 
Court may collect the fine at any 
future time it finds the defendant 
has the money to pay. 

All of Defendants Searched. 


All the defendants were taken 
into custody immediately on arrival 
at the Federal Building and were 
searched by Deputy United States 
Marshals before being escorted into 
the courtroom, This precaution 
was taken because of rumors reach- 
ing Judge Moore of possible disor- 
der during the proceedings. No 
weapons were found in the search, 
however. 

Dr. Muench, Jones and Mrs. Ber- 
royer arrived at 9:55, separately, 
and were chatting in the hall when 
Deputy Marshal Leslie Davison 
took them into custody. He 
searched the two men and Mrs. Ber- 
royer was searched by Deputy Mar- 
shal Margaret Z. Cranston, who also 
searched Mrs. Muench when she ar- 
rived. 

Dr. Muench told reporters he did 
not know where his wife was, but 
she arrived, alone, at 10:08. After 
she had been searched she entered 
the courtroom and took a seat at 
the side of table opposite the other 
three. No sign of recognition passed 
between them. During the long 
trial Mrs. Muench sat with her hus- 
band and Mrs. Berroyer, and Jones 
sat at another table. 


Lacy Argues Motion. 


When Judge Moore took the 
bench he first disposed briefly of 
routine business of the court, then 
called the mail fraud case. Lacy, 
counsel for Jones, and himself a 
defendant in a pending  digbar- 
ment suit, then arose and told the 
Court that in the motion for a new 
trial he represented all of the de- 
fendants. This was by arrange- 
ment with Roy W. Rucker of Kan- 
sas City and Sam M. Wear of 
Springfield, counsel for the 
Muenches and Mrs. Berroyer. 

Lacy told the Court that most of 
the questions raised in his motion, 
filed last Wednesday, had been 
ruled by the Court during the trial 
of the case. Therefore, he said, he 
would be brief in his argument, and 
would touch only on a few specific 
points which he thought important. 

Lacy renewed the argument, 
brought up during the trial, that a 
letter of Mrs, Muench to Dr. Pitz- 
man and certain telegrams which 
the Government introduced should 
not have been admitted as evidence 
because they were dated after the 
time at which Dr. Pitzman had testi- 
fied he became aware that Mrs. 
Mvench had not borne a child. 

He contended that the direct ex- 
amination by District Attorney 
Blanton of Mrs. Lily Giordon, a2 
Government witness, was improp- 
er. That left with the jury, he 
said, a false impression that the 
District Attorney had “forced” the 
truth from Mrs. Giordon, wife of 
the father of Anna Ware's baby. 

“Yes, and I called her a reluctant 
witness,” Judge Moore interrupted, 
bringing up a point which Lacy had 
cited in his motion for a new trial. 

“And that was particularly im- 
pressive because of Your Honor’s 
pleasing personality,” Lacy contin-

ued, If the remark had been made

by a “crabby” Judge, he said, it 
mizht not have mattered much. 

Referring to Mrs. Grace Thomas- 
son, Government witness whe testi- 
fied she was one of the conspira- 
tors in the baby hoax and who im- 
plicated all of the others through 
her testimony, Lacy said that the 
Court had erred in not permitting 
the defense to introduce evidence 
attacking her character and credi- 
bility. Throughout the trial attor- 
neys for the defense denounced 
Mrs. Thomasson and left nothing 
to the imagination in the epithets 
they applied to her. 

Mrs. Giordon’s Letters. 

Letters of Mrs. Giordon to Jones, 
which Mrs. Giordon refused to 
identify on the witness stand be- 
cause they were typewritten and 
she had been advised not to idenii- 
fy anything typewritten, should not 
have been admitted as evidence, 
Lacy contended. 

The letters were identified by 
handwriting and typewriting ex- 
perts as having been written on 
Mrs. Giordon’s typewriter and 
signed by her. : 

There was “an accumulation of 
evidence of this character which 
made the case top-heavy against 
the defendants,” Lacy argued. 

He asserted the Court had erred 
in not compelling the Government, 
in advance of the trial, to give the 
defense the list of witnesses who 
would be used against them. On 
this point he declared the defense 
had no opportunity to investigate 
the qualifications of the handwrit- 
ing expert, a Department of Justice 
agent in charge of the Bureau of 
Questioned -Documents, who testi- 
fied for the Government. Defense 
attorneys, Lacy said, had no means 
of learning “whether he was an ex- 
pert or a high school student.” 

Assails Price Baby Evidence. 

Testimony concerning the so- 
called Price baby, predecessor of 
Anna Ware’s in the hoax, was ir- 
relevant and should not have been 
admitted, Lacy argued, because 
Dr. Pitzman, shortly ‘after the 
death of the Price baby at Jewish 
Hospital, was informed of the in- 
cident.

Deputy 
Marshal Hilgert asked if they un- 
derstood. what their sentences had 
been, The door to the holdover was 
closed, but reporters heard the dep- 
uty- reading the sentences aloud 
from a court memorandum and ex- 
plaining them.

As the group waited for a freight 
elevator that took them to the base- 
ment of the Federal Building, where 
an automobile waited for the drive 
to the jail, Mrs. Muench pressed 
close to her husband, raised her 
right hand and pressed his forearm. 
He spoke a few words in a low voice 
which only she could hear: 

“Don’t worry about it,” she said, 
more loudly.

Muench, who signed the fake birth 
certificate for his wife, Asked why, 
it did not proceed with the pend- 
ing charges, Dr. Bourke replied 
“there will be a change in the of- 
ficers of the board at the next meet~- 
ing.” 

This reference was to the resigna- 
tion as State Health Commissioner 
last Nov. 25 of Dr. E. T. McGaugh, 
who was under investigation as the 
result of an audit report sharply 
criticising him for alleged improper 
handling of two Federal health 
funds allotted to the State. As 
Health Commissioner he also was 
secretary of the board. 

It was Dr. McGaugh who signed 
the citation in behalf of the board 
last February, characterizing Dr. 
Muench as “a menace to the health, 
safety and welfare of the people 
of Missouri.” 

His successor is expected to be 
installed as secretary of the board 
at the Jan. 11 meeting.

The best foundation of an under- 
ganding is a frank reappraisal of 
che situation. It has changed great- 
ty in the past 40 years, In the early 

of this century, all the great 
Powers were staking out imperial 
claims in the Far East, both on the 
Asiatic mainland and on the is- 
ands of the Western Pacific. The 
Russians were moving in Manchu- 
ria, the Germans established them- 
selves in Shantung and on their 
islands, the Japanese in Korea, the 
United States in the Phippines. 
me British and French were al- 
ready in the Far East. 

In those days, the United States 
was following the fashions in im- 

rialism, though it followed them 
against the deeper instincts and tra- 
gitions of the people. Thus, we not 
only took over the Philippines from 
spain, but began to participate ac- 
tively in the exploitation of China, 
and by the time the World War 
proke out, we found ourselves in 
the rather curious role of the pro- 
tector of the territorial and admin- 
istrative integrity of China. 

Our material interests in Asia 
were, in fact, very small. They 
had almost no bearing whatever 
on the welfare of the American 
yople. Our real interests were 
moral, arising out of sympathies 
promoted by the work of the mis- 
sionaries and by the Chinese stu- 


dents who came to this country. But 


our Asiatic policy was based on an 
anomaly; we were becoming en- 
tangled in the military politics of 
the Far East because of sentiments 
which could not fairly be invoked 
asa reason for going to war. 

Our position in the Philippines 
complicated the matter seriously. 
Having taken over the islands 
more or less inadvertently, the

NEW YORK, Dec: 26.—Arthur 
Brisbane, writer of a daily column 
of editorial comment entitled “To- 
day,” died yesterday morning. He 
was 72 years old. He succumbed 
to a heart attack in his Fifth ave- 
nue apartment at 5:30 a. m., 12 
hours after he had written his col- 
umn for Christmas editions. 

The end came as he slept. He had 
suffered a mild heart attack Thurs- 
day afternoon, but recovered suffi- 
ciently to dictate 800 words of com- 
ment. Shortly after reading proof, 
he drifted off to sleep under an 
oxygen tent. He had been ill for 
several days, a member of the fam- 
ily said. 

His entire family, including his 
wife, his son, Seward, 22, and four 
daughters—Mrs. Regan McCrary, 
23; Emily, 18; Alice, 14, and Elinor, 
12—were present when the end 
came. 

Public funeral services will be 
held Monday at 10 a. m, in St. Bar- 
tholomew’s Episcopal Church. The 
Rev. Dr. G. P. T. Sargent, rector, 
will read the service. Burial will be 
at the Brisbane estate, Allaire, N. J. 

President Roosevelt sent the fol- 
lowing message of sympathy to 
Mrs. McCrary: 

“Mrs. Roosevelt and I extend our 
sincere sympathy and wish you to 
know our thoughts are with’you in 
the loss of your father. I had 
known him for many years and 
took keen delight, whenever I had 
the opportunity, of exploring with 
him the teachings of history and 
the philosophy of our civilization.”

RTHUR BRISBANE, born in 

A Burtato N. Y., Dec. 12, 1864, be-

France and Germany, he took a 
place on the reportorial staff of the 
old New York Morning Sun. Later 
he became London correspondent 
for the Sun and then managing 
editor of the Evening Sun. 

He left the Sun to become man- 

aging editor of several editions of 

the New York World. He had been 
in that post for seven years when, 
in 1897, he gave up his World sal- 
ary of $15,000 for the sake of trying 
his ideas on the New York Evening 

Journal at $8000 a year. Within four 

months the Journal leaped in circu- 

lation and up with it went Bris- 
bane’s salary, this being part of his 
agreement with William . Randolph 

Hearst. It was this job which 

turned him to editorial writing, 

quite by accident. His first move 
was to hire a new editorial writer. 

The man he_ selected was two 

weeks late in arriving. Brisbane 

substituted for him temporarily. 
To Chicago in 1918. 

In 1918 he took over the editor- 

ship of the Chicago Herald and Ex- 

aminer but did not relinquish the 

editorship of the Journal until 1921, 

He purchased the Washington 

Times ‘in 1917 and the Evening Wis- 

consin of Milwaukee in 1918. He 

sold both to Hearst. 

Mr. Brisbane: turned out his col- 

umns with great speed. He dictat- 

ed them while glancing over late 
editions of the evening papers and 
usually had 1200 to 1500 words with- 
in 30 minutes. Once, when start-

DOUBT RESERVE BANKS 
HAVE EARNED DIVIDEND 


Prediction Based on Lower In- 
terest Rates on Government 
Paper They Hold. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 26.—Usually 
well informed sources predicted to- 
day that a final checkup would 
show the Federal Reserve Banks 
did not earn their dividends this 


year. Under the law, the banks 
must pay a 6 per cent dividend on 
stocks held by member banks. The 
board can defer dividends or pay 
them out of surplus only when earn- 
ings are less than 6 per cent. 

Declining interest rates on Gov- 
ernment securities have been a 
major factor in reducing the banks’ 
earnings, it was said. On Govern- 
ment bonds, interest now averages 
2.25 per cent, compared with 2.73 a 
year ago and 3.10 in 1934, 

The 12 reserve banks now hold 
about $2,400,000,000 of Government 
securities, of which $1,347,000,000 is 
in bonds. 

Since 1915, the banks have failed 
to earn dividends in only four years, 
of which 1933 was the most recent. 
Earnings for the first six months of 
this year fell short of dividend obli- 
gations by $643,000, officials said, 
and this gap was expected to be 
widened when reports for the full 
year are compiled. 

Net earnings of the banks were 
set at $3,277,988 for the half-year, 
compared with $7,205,000 for the 
same period in 1935. The drop re- 
flected an approximate $3,000,000 de- 
cline in total earnings and a $1,000,- 
000 increase in current expenses. 

The banks have a surplus of 
about $140,000,000. Although this 
would meet dividend payments for 
many years, the Federal Reserve 
Board might consider asking Con- 
gress to reduce the dividend rate if 
the banks consistently failed to 
earn dividends over a long period.

Menocalistas Assume_ Responsi- 
bility for the Ousting. of 
Gomez, 


By the Associated Press. 
HAVANA, Cuba, Dec. 26.—The 


Menocalista party assumed respon- 
sibility today for the ousting of 
President Miguel Mariano Gomez. 
Senator Santiago Verdeja, president 
of the party, which has more votes 
than any other in the Cuban Con- 
gress, and great strength in the 
rural areas, pledged its support to 
President Federico Laredo Bru, 
Gomez’ successor. 

Verdeja said Gomez had incurred 
the Menocalistas’ disfavor because 
of a six-month period of inactivity 
which started with promises and 
ended in “sterile inertia.” 

“The (Gomez) Government devot- 
ed six months to patronage squab- 
bles and stubbornly fomenting quar- 
rels with other state institutions,” 
Verdeja said. 

Gomez was impeached by the 
House on charges of “interfering 
with the free functioning of legis- 
lative power,” and was convicted by 
the Senate Thursday. 

Dismissal from office was auto- 
matie. Gomez had vetoed legisla- 
tion to impose a 9-cents-a-bag tax 
on sugar to finance army-sponsored 
rural schools, 

After the inauguration of Laredo 
Bru, elevated from the vice-presi- 
dency, the people of Havana dis- 
missed political matters from mind 
to observe the Christmas festivi- 
ties. 

Verdeja pointed out that the 
Menocalistas, despite support of the 
new administration, held no Cabinet 
posts. Almost all of the potent ele- 
ments.in Cuba, except a compara- 
tively few radicals, rallied behind 
Laredo Bru, including a ‘Congress 
majority and the army and navy, 
Col. Fulgencio Batista, accused by 
Gomez of Fascist tendencies, gave 
assurance that no dragtic changes 
in the Government were contem- 
plated.

like Fred Perry leave the ranks of 
amateurs because the grand scram- 
ble that will ensue for his laurels 
will produce a new champion 
worthy of the crown.” © 
Ellsworth Vines, once considered 
the world’s best amateur and now 
kingpin of the professionals unless 
can oust him from the 
throne in their coming tour, thus 
views the future of amateur tennis 
without the Englishman who has 
won the Wimbledon for his home 


| country three consecutive times. 


“Perry’s record for 1936, winding 
up his amateur career, definitely 
stamps the Englishman as one of 
the greatest players that ever 
lived,” said Vines. “His victories 
at Wimbledon and Forest Hills 
fooled the critics who said he 
couldn’t come back after his injury 
of last year. His only major de- 
feat of the year was at the hands 
of Von Cramm in the French tour- 
nament and you must remember 
that that tournament was Perry’s 
first of the season and he had 
played little tennis previously. Also 
he has beaten Von Cramm six times 
out of seven meetings on every 
kind of surface. 

“The victory Perry scored over 
America’s Don Budge in the final 
round at Forest Hills left no doubt 
but that Budge is ripe to take his 
place as America’s big hope. 

“Budge will, in my estimation, be 
the next world’s amateur cham- 
pion. Von Cramm will give him 
his hardest competition, but I am 
convinced that Budge, with greater 
confidence than ever in himself as 
the result of his win over Perry in 
the Pacific Southwest, will be prac- 
tically invincible. 

“That does not mean that Amer 
ica is a cinch to regain the Davis 
Cup. Japan will challenge in the 
American zone, I was told on my 
recent tour of that country, and 
the Japanese have several clever 
players whose true strength is not 
yet known. Australia also will. chal- 
lenge in the American zone. They 
have the same lineup that beat 
America last year. 

“Bobby Riggs, the 18-year-old Los 
Angeles youngster, may prove the 
answer to the problem. He is seo 
ond only to Budge as the best play- 
er in America today. 

“If Riggs can continue to im- 
prove to a point where he could 
score a win over Australia’s or Ger- 
many’s second singles player, we 
can win back the cup with Budge’s 
two victories. I’m not at all confi- 
dent in the doubles team of Budge 
and Mako for the simple fact that 
Mako rarely is in his best condition, 

“America’s tennis future is, it 
seems to me, in the hands of a 
group of juniors now playing in 
California. In addition to Riggs, 
there are Joe Hunt, Frank Kovac, 
Julius Heldman, the national junior 
champion, and a half-dozen others 
playing bewildering tennis for their 


age. 

“The return to good health and 
good tennis of Alice Marble, the 
new national champion, augurs well 
for women’s tennis. Handwriting 
on the wall would indicate we can- 
not count on either Mrs, Moody or 
Miss Jacobs to defend our laurels 
in international play much longer 
although Miss Jacobs is far from 
through. 

“The lack of young girl players 
is apparent. Dorothy Bundy, the 
Santa Monica girl who beat Mrs. 
Sarah Fabyan in the nationals, is 
certainly a promising player who, 
with added experience, may be 
heard from. But it’s hard to point 
at any girl player in America to- 
day and say, ‘There’s another Moody 
or Jacobs in the making.’ 

“I’m inclined to believe that Miss 
Marble’s advent to the top will im- 
prove this condition. Youngsters 
are apt to ape the champion and 
certainly Alice’s game is the spec 
‘tacular type productive of interest- 
ing tennis.”

Influence of 
Bible on Man’s 


Everyday Life 
By The Rev. J. F. Newton 


OUR centuries ago, in 1536, Wil- 
F tiem Tyndale was strangled to 
death, his body burned at the 
stake, and his ashes scattered to 
the winds. Today our souls bow 
down in honor of a scholar-saint! 

For years an exile from England, 
he fled from city to city—Hamburg, 
Wittenberg, Cologne, Worms, Brus- 
sels, followed by spies. At last they 
trapped him, imprisoned him, and 
put him to death. 

Why? What evil had he done to 
deserve to be hunted and hounded 
to his death? It was the dream of 
his life to translate the Bible into 
the English tongue, so simply that 
a plough-boy could read it. 

In spite of difficulties, he made 

the dream come true, but it cost 
him his life. Copies of the Bible, 
printed in Cologne, were boot- 
legged into England, smuggled in 
bales of merchandise. : 
' When uncovered, they . were 
burned in bonfires! Yet his trans- 
lation became the basis of all other 
versions—no other human being did 
so much for our language, and for 
the higher life of England. 

And not only for England, but for 
America, too, where the pioneer, 
facing the wilderness, took the 
Bible as the light of his feet and 
the hope of his heart: he built 
home, school, state and church. 

Only some great angel could 
trace the influence of the Bible 
upon our literature, legislation and 
life; the Bible which William Tyn- 
dale died to give us in simple, 
sinewy, Saxon words. 

Not a man among us, with a 
spark of God-fire in his soul, but 
owes it to that blessed Book. The 
traditions of our childhood are 
mingled with ite words; the mem- 
ory of our dead has passed into its 


passages. 

Yet, in the appalling obscuration 
of faith and culture now upon us, 
the light of that Book has growh 
dim; it is unknown, unread. Mul- 
titudes of our people never open it 
from year-end to year-end. 

By as much as we tréasure the 
historical possessions of our race, 
by as much as we value the moral 
integrity of our society, let us re- 
new our love of the Bible as our 
guide and friend!
